TEACHERS QUIT 
SERYICEEARLY 


Majority Stay 5 Years or 


Less; Average Salary 


$798

That the groat majority; of Wis- 


consin teachei-s entering the service 
remain five years or less is shown 
by tables that have been«convpiled 
by the legislative committee which 
has been investigating the teachers' 
retirement fund law. These ta-bles 
apply only to data compiled about 
Wisconsin teachers, 


Out of 14,391 teachers in the state 


from whom statistics were gathered, 
3,276 taught only one year, 
2,850 


two years, 2,114 three years, 1,401 
four years and 
1,065 five years. 


After the five year period of teach- 
ing the number of teachers in the 
service declines at almost a geomet- 
rical ratio. 
Only 151 are in 
the 


service at 10 years, 59 at 20 years, 
28 at 30 years, 3 at 40 years and 
2 at the close of 47 years of service. 


Statistics jfrom the same teachers 


show that the average annual sal- 
ary is ?798. For the firs* year of 
teaching the average annual salary 
of the teachers is $690, at five years 
of service $800, at 10 years $980, at 
15 years $1,195, at 20 years $1,190, 
at 30 years $1,145, at 40 years serv- 
ice $1,300, and at 46 years of serv- 
ice $1,300. 


The data disclosed that at the 


end of 16 years of service the aver- 
age teacher was receiving $1,200 an- 
nually and tfhat this amount remain- 
ed practically stationary until the 
teachers had had over 35 years of 
service. After 37 years of service 
teachers were receiving an annual 
salary of $1,250 and that at 41 years 
of service the average annual sal- 
ary scale had reached $1.350; after 
that age the salary scale gradually 
declined. 


"These facts show that teachers 


of the state are not paid as high 
salaries as others in professions that 
require less training," said Senator 
Skogmo. "To keep teachers in the 
profession at such salaries requires 
an incentive like the teachers' re- 
tirement fund law."

The big tax 
bill of the 
session 


was introduced in the upper house 
"of the legislature today by Sen. H. 
•J. Severson, Waupaca County. The 
bill follows the general outline of 
tax reforms outlined by Gov. John 
J. Elaine in his message. As soon 
as this bill is printed it is expected, 
that it -will be made a subject of 
joint hearing 
of 
both houses at 


which all provisions of the tax pro- 
gram will be discussed.

It is estimated that this bill will 


produce approximately $6,000,000 
annually. No personal property off- 
set can be used against this tax. 
Stock dividends and bank stock are 
taxed under the provisions of the 
Severson 'bill. The latter two pro- 
visions were not originally incor- 
porated in the sodier bonus act. 


The bill creates a general fund 


from which said fund the common 
schools will receive 50 per cent of 
the tax so collected, the state uni- 
versity 25 per cent, the state normal 
schools 10 per cent, and tie state 
highways 15 per cent. Under the 
provisions of this bill the common 
schools get approximately $3,000,- 
000; the university $1,500,000; state 
normal 
schools $600,000; 
state 


highways will get $900,000. 


By the provisions of the Severson 


bill no increase in mill' taxes will be 
necessary but 
additional amounts 


which will be needed to run the gov- 
ernment come from income taxes. 


Individuals and corporations pay 


the same rate of tax. The first 
$5,000 of earnings for individuals 
and corporations is exempted. The 
rates are then as follows: 


On the sixth one thousand dol- 


lars or any part thereof 2 per 


cent; 
On the seventh one thousand 


dollars or any part thereof, 2 
and one-half per cent; 


On the eighth one thousand 


dollars or any part thereof, 3 
per cent, 
On the ninth one thousand 


dollars or any part thereof, 3 
and one-half per cent; 


On the tenth one thousand 
dollars or any part there- 


of, 4, per cent; 
Oii the eleventh one thousand 


dollars or any part thereof, 5 
per cent ; 
On the twelfth one thousand

On all taxable wcome in ex- 


cess of twelve thousand dollars, 
6 per cent. 
"I believe that this tax measure 


will solve the financial problems for 
the present administration, ' said 
Sen; Severson. "It will relieve the 
legislature in the future of attaching 
surtax provisions to many of the. 
large appropriation bills.

CLAIM BRITISH 
RULE U.S. SHIPS 


England Controls Ameri- 


can Line, Declares 


Sen. Jones 


WASHINGTON — Charges that 


the International Marine Co., Ameri- 
can shipping company controlling 40 
vessels leased from the 
shipping 


board, is bound by an agreement 
made with the British g-overranient 
in 1903 to pursue "no policy injuri- 
ous to the interest of the British 
mercantile marine or 
of British 


trade," were made by Sen. Jones, 
Washington, author of the merchant 
marine act. 


Parts of the alleged agreement, 


entered into for twenty years, were 
read before the annual convention of 
the National Merchant Marine asso- 
ciation by Sen. Jones, who made 
sweeping charges of attempts by 
British interests, supported, he said, 
by certain American interests, to 
destroy the American merchant ma- 
rine. 


The agreement, he charged, re- 


served the right of termination by 
the. British government in event of 
pursuance of any policy injurious to 
the British roerchantile, marine and 
left final decision to the lord high 
chamcellor of Great Britain. 


As a result, Sen. 
Jones 
said, 


steamship lines owned by the Inter- 
national Mercantile Marine Co. as 
well as leased shipping board ves- 
sels under its control are "actually 
operated in the interest of the Brit- 
ish government and British trade, 
and subject to the terms of the con- 
tract" 
Sen. Jones declared -an agent of 


the sfhippinfc board in 
New York',

The Railroads 


A Saner Vision by the People Regarding Public Ownership 


is Likely to be Compelled by Dire Necessity. 


T 


HE Pennsylvania Railroad has laid off 25,000 more men, and 


all Ihe railroads have been turning off employees in large 


numbers. There has been a. surprising slump in railroad traf- 
fic, partly, of course, due to business depression, but much of it 
aho due to the radical increase in freight and passenger rates, 
made necessary, (or supposed to be necessary), to give the rail- 
roads their guaranteed earnings under the Esch-Cummins bill. 


The railroads have been built and capitalized on the basis 


of an immense traffic. 
To run them on the reduced traffic, even 


at the present high rates, means a big deficit, which the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission will be called upon to correct by 
again putting up rates. 


The railroad problem is far from being solved, and many 


of those who were urging that the roads should be turned back 
1o their owners, are now thinking more favorably of govern- 
ment ownership. 


Professor John Gray, an expert in the employ of the Inter- 


state Commerce Commission, tells us that the value of $19,- 
000,000,000 placed upon- the railroads by the commission, and 
upon which we are guaranteeing them five and one-half or six 
per cent, includes the value of LARGE GIFTS OF LAND from 
the federal government and from 'the various states. 


So this is what PHIVATE OWNERSHIP MEANS. We 


give the railroads 155,000,000 acres of land, worth millions of 
dollars, and then we permit them to levy against us a tax of six 
per cent per annum on our gift.

The valuation placed upon the railroads also includes capital 


stock. Professor W. P. Ripley, in the Political Science Quar- 
terly, points out that in 1869 there was an SO per cent stock 
dividend given by the N^vv York Central Railroad. In 1SS1 the 
Alchison and Santa Fe Road declared a 50 per cent stock divi- 
dend. 
In 1SSO the Louisville and Nashville Road declared a 


ICO per cent stock dividend, and sc on to the end of the list. 


It is on these' fictitious stock values, and upon land gifts 


lhat the present railroad rates are based. 


President Wilson in one of his sanest moments once said: 


"The statesmen of the world do.not understand; they can- 


not see the things that must be done. THOSE WHO SUFFER 
SEE." 


And a sanqr vision by the American people in regard to 


public ownership of the railroads is iikoly to be compelled soon 
by DIRE NECESSITY, as the PERPETUAL PLUNDER author- 
ized by the Esch-Cummins bill goes on.

MONG the most important bills which Senator La Follette 


has recently introduced in Congress is the one which re- 


peals that section of the espionage law which has been used so 
viciously by Mr. Burleson to intimidate progressive newspapers 
and magazines and to ruin many others whose views did not 
please the postmaster general. 


The constitution prohibits the taking of private property 


without due process of law, but Mr. Eurleson has denied mailing 
privileges to newspapers and periodicals without notice, without 
specifying objectionable matter, and the'publishers only knew 
they were under his ban when the issues were sent to the post- 
office to be mailed. 


To what extremes Mr. Burlcson went is illustrated by the 


fact that he held up The Nation of New York, The Public, a 
single tax weekly, and Unity of Chicago, a religious publication 
which was then edited by Dr. Jenkin Lloyd Jones. 


It is gratifying that Mr. Burleson will go out of office in 


about a month—less es{eemed and respected than any postmas- 
ter general who has ever held that office.
